This semester’s registration went as smooth as a well-oiled 
E machine. In a period of four days, massive crowds of students were 
ushered into the gym, registered for classes, and ushered out. 
Most students seemed to be satisfied with the overall procedure 
even though some were left disappointed when a preferred class had 
d been closed before they got there. aes 
The problems started when students began to attend their classes 
and found that the instructor they had signed up for was not going 
4 to be teaching the course. 
| Sometimes students will choose a course because a specific 
instructor is giving it. Upon arriving at class, they find the teacher 
has “switched” classes with.another instructor. Occasionally the 
t student will stick it out. More often, he will drop the class, thus 
‘adding to the confusion of Drop/Add Day. 
Most faculty changes take place before registration actually 
begins. Unfortunately, the class schedule has already been 
O distributed, and students are left uninformed of the changes.

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In this semester alone, there were 68 faculty changes made. In one 
instance, an instructor dropped a class because of a time conflict. In 
the course of findng a replacement, four other teachers in his 

_ department switched classes between themselves to fill it. 

It is the feeling of el DON that students deserve to be told of

Financial difficulties 
prove hazardous

The main concern these days for Ken 
Turknette, SAC’s Forensics coach, is on financial 
adequacy for the upcoming National Speech 
Tournament to be held in Omaha, Neb. later this 
spring. 

$3,500 is needed to send 14 students to the 
nationals’. However, as far as the ‘books’ are 
concerned only $2,000 has been accumulated for 
the expense. This leaves, approximately $1,500 to 
be acquired ‘through various business ventures” 
according to Turknette. 

“‘The reason for the Speech teams’ plight is that 
it didn’t get the budget it asked for,’’ said 
Turkentte. 

Turknette explained that upon turning in his 
budget request for the year, he includes the 
nationals competition. What gets approved does 
not include the tournament and leaves him no 
alternative but to generate the revenue.elsewhere. 

The Forensics team receives a percentage of 
profits from such sources as the Book Store and 
Snack-Bar. 

Last semester, revenue was generated through 
tfte selling of football programs and donations.

The Don baseball team will be 
using the controversial 
“Designated Pinch Hitter’ ruling 
this season. 

According to Head Coach 
Roger Wilson, the new rule will 
add even more hitting to the fast 
action of college baseball. The 
rule was approved for the 19 
South Coast Conference games, 


and the .15 _ non-conference 
contests. 
The ‘Designated Pinch 


Hitter” ruling, first implemented 
by the professional American 
League last season, is used to put 
_ a@ pre-game selected substitute to 

bat for the pitcher, without 
having to replace the current 
pitcher on the mound. It is one 
of the most radical rule changes 
in Major League baseball for 
over 50 years. It was designed 
specificly to speed up the game 
by increasing the hitting 
probability of both teams. 

Pitchers are notoriously -bad 
hitters, but it was too costly to 
replace the starter with a pinch 
hitter every time a clutch single 
was needed in a key situation. 

This rule was never adopted 
by the National League and 
cannot be used during the World 
Series. The same type of conflict 
is present in college baseball 
rules. The SCC teams and most 
of the non-conference teams on 
the schedule recognize the new 
ruling. However, during the 
State Finals . playoffs the 
participating teams must abide 
by the NCAA rules, which are 
different. 

Coach Wilson feels the SAC 

® squad is a strong contender in 

the league and could go as far as 
those state finals. Wilson said, 
“Our team has made a lot of 
Progress, but we still have a long 
way to go.” 

He will be helped in that 
progress by his new assistant 


Friday, Feb. 15 — TRACK. . ’ .
